December,  1967. 

Hr.  R.  K.  Lean  retired  from  the  post  as  Port  Health 
Inspector  on  the  20th  May,  1967  and  I was  appointed  as  his 

sucoessor , 


The  number  of  coastwise  ships  using  the  Port  during  the 
year  has  increased  by  157  whilst  the  tonnage  has  increased  to 
199,021.  This  continued  rise  is  due  to  the  steady  increase  of 
tanker  trade  at  l/alpole. 


There  have  been  l+G  raore  ships  from  foreign  ports 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  and  the  tonnage  has  increased  by 
6,632  tons.  This  has  been  due  mainly  to  an  increase  in  the 
importation  of  fertilizer. 

'The  inspections  carried  out  have  not  revealed  any 
serious  defects,  whilst  no  rats  were  found  on  any  vessel,
